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LOOKING TOWARD THE FUTURE 


O.1 a realist can face the future today with any degree of mental poise. The suc- 
cesses emerging with the next decade will be those who have faced the future realis- 
tically and with a determination to contribute socially and economically to our national 
welfare. 


To do this will mean adjustments in every phase of our social and business and 
professional life. 


At the time of the 1929 depression the architectural profession was at its height 
both from the point of view of activity and of public acceptance. The architect was 
practicing in every classification of building with the exception of the small house 
classification which he did not consider either worth while or remunerative. 


However, after he became fully cognizant of the realities of the depression and its 
effect on building construction, he soon became aware that in residential building the 
greatest activity was in the small house classification, which in the past he had been 
willing to leave entirely to the building contractor and jerry builder. 


With small houses being built over the length and breadth of the country, the 
aesthetic aspect of these houses became of considerable importance to the architectural 
profession. This was the reason for attempting to control a phase of building which 
was unheeded during the lush days of architecture. 


Stimuli to the small house classification include the government’s defense housing 
program and modern kitchens equipped with labor-saving devices; and the growing 
taxation, brought about by the present national emergency, coupled with the increas- 
ing scarcity of domestic help, has made pretentious living—as exemplified by the 
large country house and town residence—a past chapter in our national economy. 


As a designer of interiors, it behooves you to face the small house problem, directing 
your realistic thinking toward the future. Fortunately for you and your profession, 
interior obsolescence persists at a faster rate than architectural obsolescence. 


If another building were not erected in this country within the next ten years, you 
and your profession would still have work to do keeping the present interiors livable, 
inasmuch as few clients object to living in an old house if the interiors are con- 
temporary. 


The person who has elected to live in a house within the $3,000 to $8,000 bracket 
needs your services. The architect entered this field to prevent jerry-built houses; 
you should enter the field to prevent jerry-built interiors. 
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A perfect coordination of architecture 
and interior design identifies this house 
where the materials inside and out have 
been employed in stimulating new ways, 
as indicated by these views of exterior 
and interior. Jacob E. Kopf was Architect, 
and Madame Moajeska Interior Designer. 
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D uring the past decade it was a commonplace for many undiscerning 
observers, who should have known better, to say that the Modern style 
was purely transient; that it was “not here to stay.” But in the interim, 
and as recurrent as the seasons, fine examples of interior design in the 
Modern style were steadily appearing in every section of the country.

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Now, producing distinctive Modern interiors is a difficult 
undertaking; so difficult, in fact, that finding an entire house 
designed throughout, both in architecture and interior design, 
in a noteworthy Modern manner is exceptional enough to invite 
comment. For Modern is a style so infrequently interpreted in 
a really original treatment that many interior designers trying 
to justify their enthusiasm for it, and in an effort to be “dif- 
ferent” by overstressing the elements of the style, often pro- 
duce rooms which do not measure up to their expectations. 

Among the examples of Modern houses that have recently 
been completed is the house in Indianapolis, by Architect 
Jacob E. Kopf, which is shown here. And for interiors dis- 
tinctive for their original designing, furniture arrangements

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DESIGNED FOR AN OCEAN VIEW 


@i the hotels erected recently in Miami, the 


Shelborne is one of the more outstanding in this 
popular winter resort. Situated on Miami Beach, 
it offers all the comfort, amusement and gaiety of 
atmosphere demanded by its clientele. There are 
one hundred and fifty rooms, a swimming pool, 
cabana colony, solaria, penthouse apartments, 
shops and numerous other features included in 
the plan. Architects Polevitzky and Russell 
designed the building, and Albert Glass was 
Interior Designer. 

The lobby, twenty-five feet in height, is en- 
tirely glass-enclosed and serves to maintain the 
desired effect of merging the outdoors with the 
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interior. The focal point of the lobby is the 
mural by Thor White, depicting Venus at 
Cyprus; the wainscoting is rose marble. The 
carpeting for lobby and lounge is chenille, which 
shades from a deep rose to a softer, pastel tone. 
The large sectional sofa, the most important 
piece of furniture here, is composed of six in- 
dividual sections; all wood finishes are prima- 
vera and the upholstery fabric is in tones of soft 
blue, silver, chartreuse and frosty rose. All the 
furniture was specially designed. Clear gleam- 
ing plastics are used for lamp bases and for the 
ball fringe trimming the curtains.

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ORIENTAL INFLUENCE 


Achieving perfection in design, so exquisite 
that it attains a jewel-like quality, is the goal of 
every interior designer. And perhaps one of the 
most romantic ways of creating such a gem is 
by building an interior around a collection of 
valuable objects which offer the inspiration and 
color to create a room just as precious. Interior 
Designer Rudi Blesh, of Gump’s in San Fran- 
cisco, designed the spacious one-room apart- 
ment shown here, created in a private residence. 

A priceless collection of antique jade, crystal 
and rose quartz offered the inspiration, and 
around these objets d’art the room was designed. 


With subtle colors and discriminative taste, a 
livable apartment with luxurious furnishings has 
been achieved in harmonious perfection. 

The theme of the room was meticulously 
planned by the interior designer as an interior 
with a definite inflection of the Chinese, using 
mainly authentic Chinese design source material, 
but modernized for practical and comfortable 
present-day living.

establishment, was Franklin Hughes, muralist and designer in 
many varied fields, ranging from interiors to wall paper designs, 
and film sets in Australia. 

With the tropical setting pretty well determined, Hughes pre- 
pared blueprints of every minute detail, including the problem 
of how to get the musicians in and out unobstrusively, the loca- 
tion of the cash register, the placing of flattering rose spot-lights, 
and even the design of the page boys’ costumes. These uniforms 
are yellow on one side, green on the other, with gold buttons 
down the front, creating a diverting effect. 

Panels of fluted skylight glass, which create a structural yet 
decorative note, are used in the front where the bar and cock- 
tail tables are. In this section the under-water atmosphere is 
aided by the use of seasgreen glass for the bar face, illuminated 
from behind, and the side wall panels which are reflected up- 
ward to the ceiling, made entirely of mirror squares.

and commendable use of color, it is as interesting as it is 
fresh in its interpretation of the contemporary style. 
Nowhere is there evidenced either timidity or overzealous- 
ness for Modern design; the effect throughout is suave 
and calmly confident. This, of course, represents endless 
planning and careful consideration of the effects produced 
by combining the various materials. 

Upon examining the spacious living room, one finds 
that Madame Majeska has not designed it merely on 
familiar rules, but rather to express her clients’ way of 
life in a way calculated to contribute the maximum of 
satisfaction in comfort and design appreciation. This 
marks the interior at once as being wholly professional. 

The furniture is incorporated in five separate groups 
in the large room: a pair of semicircular sofas, up- 
holstered in tufted eggshell silk, a liqueur table and a 
sectional banquette, upholstered in a turquoise fabric, 
are set before a large window for the view; another 
group, consisting of a sofa upholstered in turquoise rough 
cotton, a divided love seat, forming a pair of chairs 
upholstered in a _ yellow basket-weave fabric, and 
a liqueur table, is placed at the fireplace; the third group, 
comprising a large chair upholstered in eggshell silk, 
a bench and piano of bleached walnut, and a large cir- 
cular panel of mirror on the wall above, appears op- 
posite; and an electric organ, bench and barrel chair, 
upholstered in mulberry and eggshell cotton, are placed 
at one end of the room; and opposite, the fifth group, 
consisting of a sofa upholstered in a textural turquoise 
cotton fabric, and the second of a pair of barrel chairs, 
upholstered in a mulberry and eggshell cotton material. 
Most of the furniture was specially designed. The walls 
here are frosty pink, and this lovely color note is height- 
ened by the chenille carpet of a deeper tone. The wood- 
work is of bleached walnut. The luxurious textural 
quality so evident is enhanced by the draperies, egg- 
shell colored, bearing brown embroidery. 

One of the principal features is the indirect trough 
lighting which contributes the main illumination; the 
resultant pleasing glow which suffuses the room is sup- 
plemented by table lamps. Accessories, selected by the 
client, consist mainly of crystal objets d’art. 

The entrance hall is interesting for its marble walls 
and parquetry teakwood floor, polished and left un- 
covered. Brilliant color notes are contributed by a valu- 
able antique tapestry set against the Modern back- 
ground, the bright red draperies and carpet, and the red 
and eggshell textural material on the hardwood benches 
flanking the Modern console with its growing plants. 
Lighting is derived from specially designed wall fixtures 
and hanging central lantern, and the stairway is notable 
for its chromium and frosted glass balustrade, also 
specially designed. 

Entirely of stainless steel, the sound-proof bar with 
acoustic ceiling resembles a huge boiler with its rows of 
identifying rivets; the floor is of inlaid rubber in a com- 
pass design of various colors, this bright note being 
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repeated in the vermilion formica counter top. Decora- 
tive steins and a colorful mural complete the décor of 
this unusual room. 

The dining room achieves distinction through its 
architectural treatment. Oval in shape, and indirectly 
lighted with a cantilevered ceiling, it is a room to re- 
member. ‘The walls are pale yellow with a rosewood 
dado, and the rosewood note occurs again in the window 
cornices and furniture. A rubber tile floor, in tones of 
yellow complementing the curtains of eggshell organdy 
in a fruit design ranging from deep mustard to pale 
yellow, completes the background. For contrast, the 
chairs are upholstered in Alice Blue satin embossed in 
a silver fretwork pattern, which metallic note is intensi- 
fied by the candelabra of Georgian silver on the table. 
Opposite the doorway to the dining room and balancing 
the opening, is a panel in colored and incised gesso. 

A gray oak cabinet containing a valuable collection of 
firearms is the natural raison d’étre of the game room, 
which strikes a reiterative Modern note with its green 
marble mantel and chromium andirons. The walls here 
are covered with heavy blue-gray linen, and the wood- 
work is pickled to match the large cabinet. A black cork 
floor forms a perfect background for a handsome Indian 
rug, chairs in leopard fabric and a grass-green corner 
sofa. The curtains are of beige suede leather, simply 
draped with no undercurtains. A silver screen is con- 
cealed in the cabinet for motion pictures, and the decora- 
tions on the walls certify to the clients’ interests in air- 
planes, motors, books and photography. 

One entire wall of the main bedroom is of zebra wood, 
with sliding panels which conceal closets. The wall be- 
hind the bed, with indirect light in the headpiece, is 
painted dubonnet, to match the chenille carpet and velvet 
bedspread, piped with white velvet; the other walls are 
painted white. The draperies at the window of the 
dubonnet wall are of white velvet, and, conversely, those 
opposite, at the window of the white wall, are of dubon- 
net velvet. The only notes of contrast in this zebra wood 
and dubonnet scheme are an ash-blue barrel chair, a 
chair upholstered in beige and mauve stripes, and poufs 
covered in white leather. Accessories consist of crystal. 

A dressing room opening off the bedroom continues the 
wine tones with a claret color rubber floor and bench 
upholstered in matching silk. The woodwork and re- 
maining furnishings are of pale gray sycamore. The 
curtains here are of sheerest ninon edged in blue. 

To enumerate the outstanding features in design of 
this house would produce an almost endless list, so rich 
is it in commendable detail. Foremost, perhaps, is the 
effect of spaciousness which has been retained through- 
out—no clutter, no crowding; and the fine use of texture 
and subtle balance of pattern with plain areas is cer- 
tainly worthy of mention. The brilliant uses that have 
been made of lighting are at once apparent. And no- 
where is there a suggestion of monotony; woods, with 
a special view to their graining, have been employed in 
a meritorious way, and a diversity of fabrics heightens 
the pleasing effect of variety.

The imposing staircase leading to the mezzanine lounge 
is of plate glass combined with plastic rods. This lounge 
and waiting room, just off the card room, is treated in a 
Modern manner with a feeling of the Regency. The carpet- 
ing here is pale blue, the furniture, some with plastic 
trimming, is of light-colored wood and one wall is of 
primavera paneling. The other wall areas are hung with 
mauve draperies having a silver motif. 

Returning to the lower floor again, there is the cocktail 
lounge located just off the exit to the terrace and pool. 
Inspired by Mayan designs, the floor is terrazzo with a 
suggestion of these motifs in gay colors. The artist, Ethel 
Tennyson designed this entire room and painted the ex- 
citing murals which are authentic reproductions of original 
Mayan designs. The bar, with a mahogany top, uses aqua 
leather on the side studded with copper nails; the base is 
of plain copper sheets. The chairs, stools and seats here 
are all upholstered in the same leather but have Mayan 
designs stenciled on the inside of the chairs and on the 
backs of the stools. The wainscoting of this room is done 
in copper-colored marlite and the tables repeat this color 
in the copper tubings for legs; tops are of formica. 

Opening from the cocktail lounge is the dining room, 
planned on two different levels. Provision is made for an 
orchestra and there is space for dancing. Again blue is 
used for the carpeting with a figured design in soft rose- 
beige. The curtains are a solid rose-beige with festoon 
tops trimmed with a pastel blue silk cord. Table linen and 
service plates were all chosen specially for this room. The 
chairs are of pale blue leather with silver nail heads. 

The bedrooms are simple yet designed with the same 
careful thought to detail. All the furniture is of bleached 
oak and consists of‘two beds, a chest, dresser, night table 
and desk. The curtains are woven in turquoise and rose 
with a special shell design; the bedspreads, in the same 
colors, have this motif centered with the letter “S” within 
the shell. The carpeting has a turquoise background with 
a rose and yellow pattern. The several penthouse apart- 
ments are designed in an individual manner to cater to 
the varied tastes of the clientele. 

The architectural consideration of this hotel is an in- 
teresting feature which should not be overlooked. As the 
location is on the water, the most desirable rooms are those 
which face the ocean; therefore the expense of a tall build- 
ing is justified. The architects worked out a solution 
which allowed eleven out of thirteen rooms to a floor to 
have this view. By placing the two staircases on the west 
side, they achieved an extremely compact floor plan with- 
out sacrifice of room sizes. Another point which the 
architects rightly considered essential was that of having 
a view through the lobby from the entrance to the extensive 
beach, ocean and cabanas in the front. The outdoor decks 
and terraces provide further public space not necessary 
indoors in a mild climate. Provisions for bathers are made 
in the basement and a roof above one penthouse apartment 
is the solaria for sun bathing. As a further desirable 
feature, many rooms facing the ocean have balconies.

The original architectural details of the mantelpiece 
were changed by using mirror for a large panel from the 
cornice to the mantel shelf and for a wide facing about 
the marble fireplace molding; all mirror used in the 
room is clear crystal with a blue-green tint. The square 
table before the fireplace is made of crystal rods be- 
tween mirrored top and base, covered by tinted mirror 
with blue-green mirrored scroll insets; the two octagonal 
pedestal tables at either side of the sofa, and the teakwood 
coffee table before it likewise have this tinted mirror. 

These walls are a feature in themselves, for panels of 
pale pink shantung silk, delicately painted with Chinese 
florals, trees and birds, have been set within paneled 
moldings; the woodwork, ceiling and deep-pile carpet 
are the subtle color of pink champagne. The same pea- 
cock blue-green is used for the velvet curtains. 

The four corners of the room have niches of mirrored 
panels to hold the smaller examples of crystal, jade and 
rose quartz comprising this notable collection. Other 
pieces are placed about the room, and especially eye- 
catching is the excessively rare and costly pair of jade 
horses on the mirrored octagonal tables flanking the sofa. 

The bed has a blue-green satin spread, trimly tailored, 
with a square bolster. The charming desk of teakwood 
has fret-work on the front and sides, silhouetted against 
vellum leather in a pink champagne color; the knobs 
are of rock crystal.

decorated with a design of American Indian influence and 
further ornamented with bands of reddish copper. The 
white silk shade was superimposed upon a heavy paper 
foundation. It was bound to the paper shade at the top 
but otherwise draped loosely. Mr. Beaulac, the designer, 
pointed out that his color combination was only a sug- 
gestion and could be varied according to the requirements 
of individual rooms. 

Equal prizes of $10 each went to Richard Stambaugh 
and Miss Betty Fink. Mr. Stambaugh submitted a table 
lamp of brass and sheepskin, the shaft of which was made 
of narrow strips of brass bent back and forth in a repeated 
“S” design and mounted on a heavy brass base covered 
with dark red sheepskin. The shade, too, was of sheepskin 
in the same dark red coloring. 

Miss Fink submitted a design of wood and brass com- 
bination. Wide bands of pickled oak were placed at 
intervals around a narrow brass shaft mounted on a heavy 
base of brass. The shade, an off-white rough-texture fabric, 
toned in with the pickled oak while stitches of yellow silk 
at top and bottom simulated the color of brass. 

Miss Ethel Lewis of the Pratt Institute faculty was in 
direct charge of the competition and also served as chair- 
man of the committee of judges. The entire project was 
arranged under the supervision of James R. Patterson, 
head of the department of interior design at Pratt Institute.

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SEWING FOR THE HOME. By Mary Brooks Picken. 170 
pp. Illustrated with line drawings, colored illustrations and 
photographs. New York: Harper & Brothers. $3.50. 


Of the many excellent books on interior design, on 
period furniture, that we have reviewed, few have told 
how to buy, measure, cut and sew fabrics for the home; 
they took it for granted that the client could make a sub- 
stantial investment in designing and redesigning schemes. 
This book, however, is planned for actual use—and on 
any scale the interior designer chooses, from complete and 
perfect attic-to-cellar refurbishing to new kitchen curtains. 

With this book you'll learn how to put in welting in a 
workmanlike fashion, how to make hems and casings, 
gathers and ruffles, how to line draperies so that they won’t 
sag or pucker. Too, you'll learn what to do when a chair 
seat falls in, what to do when windows are too narrow, 
and what to do when the fabric is a half-yard shy. 

It is a show you how book, with directions for making 
glass curtains, draperies, slip covers, bedspreads, dressing- 
table flounces, pillows, cushions, rugs—even needlepoint, 
crocheting and knitting—and small loom weaving and 


| screen making. All are given in an explicit step-by-step 


method, and each difficult point is explained with draw- 
ings. There are no vague instructions, such as “Measure 
six inches and fold the edge over;” you want to know 
which way to fold, on which side, how much and what 
happens when you have done the folding, and this book 
tells you.

Another feature found in most of the furniture from 
France is its lightness in weight and scale; the chairs, 
desks, chests and other pieces, large and small, are in- 
variably easy to move about and never have a cumber- 
some appearance. Particularly is this true in the graceful 
provincial manifestations of Louis XV and Louis XVI. 
This feature alone is a perfect answer to the simpler 
manner of living today. And for the client who must 
live in a small apartment, what will satisfy her furniture 
requirements as well?
